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Extra Effort Reduces 
Nat. Guard Incidents

The largest single encampment of 
national guards for this year were at Camp 
Grayling last week and many people didn’t 
know it. 
Paul Smith, a Crawford County Sheriff 


Dept. road officer, said it was the quietest — 


week at Camp Grayling he could remember 
during the summer annual training camps. 
Only one complaint involving a guard was 
filed from June 15 to June 23. 


In comparison, during the largest en- 
campment of 1982 involving 14,600 Indiana 
guards, there were a total of 64 complaints. 
Additionally, the sheriff dept. (ransported 52 
guards back to Camp Grayling because of 
undesirable conduct. 


‘“We’re making a real honest effort to con- 
trol vehicles in town and keep it reasonable 
this year,’ said Brigadier General Jerome 
J. Mathieu, Jr. “Our command personne] 
are deeply concerned about the image of the 
guard. They’ve placed more emphasis on 
this the last two years and it looks as if it’s 
beginning to pay off.” 

Mathieu said the maturity and caliber of 
guards has been improving steadily. 

He said he was deeply excited about the 
general good conduct exhibited through the 
first week, and he hopes it will continue 


through this camp and the entire summer of 
annual training. He cautioned, however, 
that the last three days of camp are usually 
the worst. He said most of the 11,000 guards 
here now are mostly young men and women 
and that makes it tougher to control, 
especially after two weeks of hard work in 
the field. 

Mathieu said they want them to have a 
good time here at camp and they want them 
to be able to go into town, but they didn’t 
want them acting foolishly in town. : 


One of the ways the guard has kept a lid on 
drunken driving and public disorderliness 
this year is through lectures by command 
officers. Mathieu said command officers 
this year have emphasized the cost of $2,000 
to $3,000 in civilian courts for anyone caught 
drunk driving. 


This year, there have also been more Mili- 
tary Police officers in town. Mathieu said 
they are not there to arresi anyone but to 
take bumper numbers of any vehicles mis- 
used or talk to any guards causing 
problems. 

Colonel Gwilt, Camp Grayling Comman- 
der, said the National Guard has been more 
restrictive on alcohol beverages this year. 
He said they have really pushed no alcohol 
in the field this year. 


July 4th Fireworks Moved 


To Camp Grayling Beach 


The annual Grayling Fourth of July fire- 
works show will be staged at Camp Grayling 
along Lake Margrethe Thursday, July 4. 

The fireworks display, starting at dusk, 
will again be sponsored by the Grayling 
Youth Booster Club. 

In previous years, the fireworks show was 
held at the Grayling City Park and near the 
county courthouse. This year, for safety 
reasons and because of increased liability 
costs, the city and county sites were not 
available. Camp Grayling was the only 
place that would accept the fireworks show. 

The fireworks will be shot from the beach 
area along Camp Grayling by pyro-techni- 
cians from the Vitale Fireworks Company. 
The beach area will be roped off and Lake 
Road going through the camp will be block- 
ed off. 

Motorists will he routed along Howe Rd. 
through the Camp. Parking will be available 
along Howe Rd. and the parade field. Areas 
to sit and view the fireworks will be avail- 
able at the parade field and Wilson Hill. 

On the lake side, an area of at least 400 
feet from the Camp Grayling beach will be 
roped off for safety reasons. The Crawford 
County Sheriff Dept. Marine patrol and 
volunteers will patrol the lake to keep boats 
a safe distance from the fireworks area. 

There is no cost to view the fireworks 
from Camp Grayling. Grayling Youth 


Booster Club members will be accepting 
donations to help pay for the fireworks, 
which cost more than $5,000. 

Booster Club President Gerry St. Ger- 
main said although the fireworks had to be 
moved this year, the Booster Club is still 
sponsoring the show for the young people 
and as a community project to draw people 
to our area. 


The Booster Club is also sponsoring the 
annual July 4th parade which starts at noon 
Thursday, July 4th. 

The parade will start at the corner of Lake 
and Maple, travel down Maple to Michigan 
Avenue, and continue down Michigan 
Avenue to the courthouse. There will be a 
bike decorating contest for the parade, 
Camp AuSable and Special Olympics will be 
among the groups represented in the 
parade, and the new Miss Grayling will be 
on hand. 

After the parade, the annual Grease Pole 
competition begins at 1 p.m. in the city park 
with $75 in prizes to be given away to win- 
ners. The Tug-of-War across the river will 
take place at 2 p.m., the Kids (five years 
and younger) Sand Box filled with coins will 
start at 3 p.m., and the Free Watermelon 
will be passed out at 4 p.m.

refugees to resettle in our 
country than in all other 
Western countries com- 
bined. All of us remember 
the boat loads of Cuban 
refugees received just a few 
years ago. We are still sort- 
ing out the criminals and un- 
desirables sent here by 
Castro.

The 
Coalition for Civil Obedience 
(CCO), a citizens group 
formed to oppose the Sanc- 
tuary Movement, believes 
this group is a ‘‘pawn of left- 
wing organizations” to un- 
dermine U.S. opposition to 
Marxist-Leninist move- 
ments in Central America. A 
Guatemalan army deserter 
said, ‘Sanctuary is a symbol 
of solidarity with us (in the 
Struggle against) U.S. and 
Israeli imperialism.’ Coor- 
dinator Phillip Wheaton, of 
the Washington, D.C., Sanc- 
tuary Group, said at an In- 
ter-American Symposium of 
the Sanctuary Movement, 
“This empire is sucking the 
world dry of its wealth and 
resources. (The Sanctuary 
Movement) must seek 
change in the fundamental 
economic priorities of the 
American system.”

position paper from Chicago 
Religious Task Force on 
Central America, the chief 
Sanctuary coordinating 
organization, stated, ‘‘Some 
churches have done almost 
nothing ‘to oppose U.S. mili- 
tary aid to Central America. 
We question whether this is 
adequate... What is the value 
of a Sanctuary church that 
continues its support (by 
silence, by vote or whatever) 
for U.S. policies in Central 
America?” The Sanctuary 
Movement blames 
American foreign policy of 
opposing Communist 
aggression in Central Amer- 
ica for the refugee problem. 
Fourth, the Sanctuary 
Movement has set the organ- 
izational structure for the 
undermining of the future 
economic and military 
security of our nation. The 
Council for Inter-American 
Security (CIS) reported that 
historically 10-20 percent ofa 
population usually flees a 
Communist revolution. This 
means 10 to 20 million Cen- 
tral American and Mexican 
refugees could seek refuge if 
the United States does not 
contain the Sandinistas and 
the Communist revolution 
they support. This will cost 
all Americans an estimated 
$12 to $25 billion a year. The 
logic is clear. Will we sup- 
port freedom and fight Com- 
munism in Central America 
now, or will we await the 
domino effect of Communist 
Revolution later. The Com- 
munists and liberal church- 
men know what they are 
doing. It is of extreme im- 
portance to the national 
security of our grandchild- 
ren that ordinary people like 


you and I know about it and 


do something.

1985-86 with a balance of $405.1 million, or 
about 5.1 percent. 

“I donjt want to throw cold water on the 
prison compromise, but I’ve always thought 
the larger the balance in the BSF, the bet- 
ter,” he said.

Reduced estimates for 1985-86 by the 
fiscal agency have narrowed its differences 
with the department, although it remains 
more optimistic on estimated revenues. 

The revised revenue estimate is higher 
than its last forecast by $27.6 wiillion in the 
current year and $26.5 million for 1985-86, 
despite lower estimated collections in most 
revenue sources as the economy slows.

KELLEY SEEKS CLEANUP OF 

MONROE HAZARDOUS WASTE SITE 

A lawsuit filed by Attorney General Frank 
Kelley is seeking a court order to cleanup 
the Steven’s Landfill in Monroe County and 
for owners of the hazardous waste site to 
reimburse the state for the cleanup opera- 
tion. 

The Department of Natural Resources 
ranks the 33-acre site as among the worst 
three in the state. 

The suit asks the Monroe County Circuit 
Court to implement a DNR cleanup plan, 
which involves removal of about 400 toxic 
waste barrels and surface oils to a licensed 
landfill and continued testing to determine 
the effect of the contaminants on the land; 
order the company to reimburse the state 
for those costs and the lawsuit; and issue an 
injunction to permit DNR access to the site.

Dear Editor: 

1 would like to answer the 
letter that appeared in the 
Avalanche on June 13, 1985, 
by Mr. Gates. I do not agree 


with Mr. Gates or Mr. Wolff. 


on their views of no kill or 
catch and release areas on 
the AuSable River or any 
other river, for that matter. 

It started out that we had 
stretches of the river where 
you could only fish with flies. 
Flies are fine with me, I cat- 
ch more fish on flies. But 
that’s my choice and I would 
like to keep that freedom to 
choose. What about a family 
up here on vacation with 
some young children who 
are camping on the river? 
God forbid that they should 
dump a worm into the holy 
waters reserved solely for 
Trout Unlimited members 
who are heavily burdened 
with Orvis Fly Fishing 
equipment and a book of 
funny sounding Latin names 
for insects that’s tucked 
away neatly in the vest 
pocket of their Eddie Bauer 
Fishing Vest. 

I myself fish for two 
reasons. One is the relaxa- 
tion of being outside and the 
sport of fishing. The second 
is to catch, kill, and eat fish. 
I love trout. Sauteed in but- 
ter, broiled, baked with fried 
potatoes stream side or in 
my kitchen it doesn’t matter. 
They’re excellent table fare. 

I don’t buy that ‘hatchery 
fish are rarely if ever as 
strong and as capable of sur- 
vival as wild fish,” either, A 
recent publication put out by 
the Michigan United Conser- 
vation Clubs that listed 
Michigan’s fish hatcheries 
as tourist attractions said 
Michigan fish hatcheries are 
capable of producing over 
ten million trout and salmon 
annually. Sounds like enough 
to me if everybody kept their 
limit. 

I have lived on the AuSable 
River in the Grayling area 
for over 12 years now below 
Wakeley Bridge Road. As 
anyone who fishes the 
River knows, 
Wakeley Bridge is the cut-off 
for flies only area of the 
mainstream of the AuSable 
River. Below Wakeley 
Bridge is open waters and a 
fisherman may use any legal 
method for taking fish; it’s 
not limited to flies only. I’ve 
had a lot of people tell me 
that this area seems to con-

Herbal 
Corner 


For the last couple of 
years we have found some- 
thing fascinating about egg 
shells and potato peelings. 
Whenever we planted potato 
peelings with egg shells, we 
always had potatoes grow in 
the spot they were planted. It 
may be only three to six 
potatoes, but they were free- 
bies and just as tasty. 

I do know that when buried 
with other scraps egg shells 
will eventually decompose 
into nitrogen. Depending on 
the size when buried, egg 
shells will take almost a year 
to decompose. They also put 
calcium back into the soil - it 
takes calcium 1o make the 
egg shell. Maybe it is the 
combination of these two 
elements. In any case, keep 
your egg shells in the morn- 
ing. In the evening bury 
them with your potato peel- 
ings. Even buried now I 
think you would have 
potatoes in the fall. 

Remember my telling you 
about using buckets for your 
tomatoes? My tomatoes are 
coming out of the bucket and 
are loaded with blossoms. 
How are yours doing? 

A 1902 cookery magazine 
titled “‘Medicine In Food” 
suggested you use Mint in 
with your peas. Mint not only 
flavored the peas but also 
aided in ridding of flatu- 
lence. I would think that this 
would also apply to beans as 
well. One sprig should do it. 

The book is right about the 
Mint. Whenever you feel full 
of gas a good cup of hot Mint 
tea will correct your diges- 
tion. Peppermint is also good 
for the digestion.

Resource 
Review

The Michigan Marine 
Safety Program, ad- 
ministered by the Law En- 
forcement Division of the 
Dept. of Natural Resources 
is a wide ranging, multi- 
facted operation. Dealing 
with such things as Special 
Event Permits, Buoy Per- 
mits, Local Watercraft Con- 
trol, Enforcement and 
Safety Training, to name a 
few, the Marine Safety Sec- 
tion touches all those who 
use Michigan’s waters. 

The Marine Safety Train- 
ing classes, put on by Marine 
Deputies, Conservation Offi- 
cers and volunteer instruc- 
tors statewide is credited 
with saving hundreds of lives 
over the years. Annually 20 
to 25 thousand young people 
receive the training. In 1984, 
no more than 40 people lost 
their lives in boating related 
accidents, a reduction of 
nearly 30%. Total water 
related fatalities are put at 
155, down from 178 in 1983. 

Compare this figure with 
1975 when 295 people lost 
their lives in water and boat- 
ing accidents. Something 
has reduced the fatality rate 
over 40% in those ten years. 
It wasn’t just a lucky year, it 
wasn’t a fluke, there has 
been a Steady decrease over 
that period. This decrease is 
even more significant when 
you consider that the num- 
ber of boat registrations in- 
creased 40% in that period of 
time. 

Funding for the Marine 
Safety Program comes from 
two main sources. The 
federal government and boat 
registrations. Much of the 
money from the feds is being 
cut as part of deficit reduc- 
tion efforts. In addition, a 
large number of boat owners 
are not registering their 
watercraft. Together this 
has resulted in a crunch 
which recently threatened to 
end Marine Safety Aid to 
counties, which would have 
meant an end to Marine 
Patrol, safety inspections, 
safety classes, etc. Fortu- 
nately, this crisis was 
resolved for the time being. 

Construction and main- 
tenance of access sites and 
boat ramps is also funded by 
registration. Loss of revenue 
would also adversely affect 
these functions.

Borden Chemical, a divi- 
sion of a multi-national cor- 
poration which operates in 
some 130 countries, plans to 
build a chemical plant in 
Bagley Township just north 
of Otsego Lake. Borden offi- 
cialis acknowledge that the 
plant will release approxi- 
mately one pound of formal- 
dehyde into the air every 
hour around the clock. For- 
maldehyde is a carcinogen. 

This one plant will use up 
approximately 40 percent of 
the federally allowable air 
pollution in the Gaylord 
area. The plant also intends 
to discharge 15,000 gallons of 
waste water every day. 
Three toxic substances — 
formaldehyde, phenol and 
organic chemicals — will be 
present in the waste water at 
unacceptably high levels, 
according to the Dept. of 
Natural Resources. 

Citizens concerned about 
this development have 
organized a non-profit cor- 
poration called Headwaters 
Environmental Group and 
hired a lawyer to stop plans 
for this chemical plant until 
its full impact on this area 
can be assessed. Twenty 
doctors and administrators 
from Otsego Memorial Hos- 
pital have endorsed the ef- 
forts of the organization with 
a full page advertisement in 
the local newspaper in Ot- 
sego County. 

Attorney Jackson of the 
Lowell Blumberg law firm in 
Gaylord filed the motion Fri- 
day. The motion points out 
that Bagley Township and 
Otsego County Planning 
Commissions both voted to 
allow Borden to operate in a 
Business-Light Manufactur- 
ing Zone under ‘Special 
Use’’ provisions of 
county ordinance. Those pro- 
visions require impact state- 
ments about water quality, 
soils, wildlife habitat, air 
pollution, and water poilu- 
tion. None of those state- 
ments was issued or 
examined prior to granting a 
building permit to Borden, 
according to Headwaters. 

In addition, the zoning 
decisions failed to conform 
to several provisions of the 


Michigan Enabling Act 
regarding zoning proce- 
dures, the Headwaters 


motion claims. 

In a second count, the 
motion points out that public 
officials and building appli- 
cants have duties under 
Michigan’s Environmental 
Protection Act to prevent or 
minimize environmental 
degradation. The motion 
claims that the defendants 
failed in those duties 
because the evidence shows 
the proposed chemical plant 
will pollute the air and water 
of the community in nor- 
thern Michigan known as the 
Alpine Village because of its 
location at the headwaters of 
five river systems, the high- 
est elevation in lower Mich- 
igan, 

The motion names Borden, 
Otsego County Zoning Ad- 
ministrator Art Davis, Ot- 
sego County and Bagley 
Township, the county and 
township Planning Commis- 
sions and the City of Gaylord 
as defendants. Plaintiffs are 
Headwaters Environmental 
Group and Thomas and 
Charlene Eash, homeowners 
who live less than a mile 
from the proposed plant.

After nearly three years of 
attempting to answer the 
needs of many private 
businesses and economic 
development groups, the 
Northeast Michigan Conso: - 
tium is currently in the 
process of finalizing its ap- 
plication with the Michigan 
Dept. of Commerce to be 
designated as a Community 
Growth Alliance. The Con- 
sortium is an employee 
training and development 
agency serving the counties 
of Alcona, Alpena, Cheboy- 
gan, Crawford, Mont- 
morency, Oscoda, Otsego, 
and Presque Isle. 

Designation and an 
estimated $200,000 in funding 
would be earmarked for pri- 
vate sector and related ser- 
vices, Substantially expand- 
ing the agency’s current job 
training and economic 
development capabilities. 

A Community Growth 
Alliance as defined by the 
Dept. of Commerce is made 
up of three components. One 
function would be to provide 
for area development activi- 
ties, aS an example promo- 
tion, marketing, business 
retention, and data resource 
bases, including initiation of 
an automated building/sites 
inventory and _ specialized 
business survey work in 
selected locations.

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Safety Belt 
Law To Be 
Enforced 


Enforcement of the new 
Safety Belt Law will begin 
July 1 according to the Mich- 
igan State Police. Col. 
Gerald L. Hough, depart- 


ment director, explained 
that there will be no grace 
period. 


Hough stressed that the 
law requires all drivers and 
front seat passengers to 
wear a properly adjusted 
safety belt unless they or the 
vehicle are exempt. Exemp- 
tions include: vehicles man- 
ufactured before 1965; 
buses; mopeds; motor- 
cycles; —_ physical/medica] 
exemptions; commercial 
vehicles/U.S, Postal Ser- 
vice; rural postal carriers; 
school bus passengers; and 
vehicles not required to have 
safety belts under federal 
law. Those who are physi- 
cally exempt must have in 
their possession written ver- 
ification from a physician 
that they are unable to wear 
a safety belt for physical or 
medical reasons. 

Non-residents are not 
exempt — they must comply 
with Michigan law when in 
Michigan. If safety belts 
have been removed from a 
vehicle required to have 
them, they must be re- 
installed. 

Motorists will not be stop- 
ped for seat belt violations, 
but will be cited if they are 
Stopped for other reasons 
and are not wearing seat 
belts. Until January 1, 1986, 
the violation carries a 
penalty of a civil fine up to 
$10 plus court costs and judg- 
ment fees. After that period, 
the fine will increase to $25. 
No points will appear on the 
person’s driving record. 

Drivers are responsible 
for themselves and front 
seat passengers under the 
age of 16. Those over 16 will 
receive a citation if they do 
not comply with the law.

Any other fireworks are 
illegal for sale and use 
unless proper permits are 
obtained from the local 
governing body. Fireworks 
which send a projectile into 
the air, spin, twirl, or emit 
an audible signal (excluding 
toy paper caps and trick 
noise makers) are illegal. 
Local jurisdictions may 
have more restrictive ordi- 
nances. Contact them for 
more information. 

Many children, and adults 
as well, are seriously burned 
or injured each year while 
playing with fireworks. Fire 
marshal officers stress that 
caution should be used and 
offer several safety pre- 
cautions: 

Make sure fireworks are 
legal for use by local ordi- 
nance and state law; 

Check for manufacturer’s 
label and instructions for use 
on all fireworks — illegally 
manufactured fireworks 
rarely have either; 

Carefully follow instruc- 
tions for use, 

Provide adult supervision 
and don’t allow very young 
children to handle 
fireworks; 

Light only one device at a 
time; 

Ignite fireworks outdoors 
and away from buildings and 
combustible materials; 

Don’t attempt to alter or 
use fireworks in a manner 
not intended. 

Persons having any ques- 
tions concerning the safety 
and legality of any fireworks 
are advised to contact any 
State Police post or their 
local police or fire depart- 
ment for assistance.

Company to the Woods

Like most modern conveniences, the te'e- 
phone has become part of everyday iife. 
Everyone takes it for granted. Whenever 
people pick up the receiver to place or 
receive a call, they never stop to think of 
how it works. 

Troops who go into the field for training 
depend upon telephones and radios for 
communication with operation centers and 
other units. Yet how many of them wonder 
just how that call is transmitted? 

Though Ma Bell didn’t, go into the field 
with the troops, their calls still go through. 
That’s thanks to the personnel of the 156th 
Signal Battalion. If it weren’t for the bat- 
talion, communication during annual train- 
ing would be virtually impossible. 


‘“‘We’re here to install, operate and main- 
tain radio, telephone and teletype com- 
munication to all units operating within the 
vicinity of our signal center, We can receive 
signals from as far away as 20 miles,’’ said 
Capt. Roger G. Johns, commander of Co. B, 
156th Signal Battalion. ‘‘When the Army 
goes to the field, we’re the telephone com- 
pany,” Ist Sgt. Douglas H. Sherman said. 

Though signal personnel perform the 
function of the telephone company, they 
have been using equipment much less 
sophisticated or up to date. 

According to Johns their equipment is 
third generation. It’s the type the Army 
used during the Korean War and has been 
obsolete in the Army for the past 20 years. 

Fortunately, modernization is coming to

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the equipment the Signalmen are using. 
Their equipment is being replaced with 
PCM (Pulse Code Modulation) equipment. 

“This is the equipment the Army uses and 
will make us compatible with them. We 
should have it all by the end of June,” Johns 
said. 

Describing the advantages of the new 
equipment, he said they will now be able to 
support more users at one time, the equip- 
ment will be more reliable and easier for his 
people to work with. 

According to Johns, all the equipment is 
stored and operated from the back of 24%-ton 
trucks. ‘“‘The components of the PCM are 
smaller than the old equipment. That gives 
my people more room to work and move 
around in. It’s cooler inside the trucks too 
and is better for their morale,” he said. 

Johns said the oid antennas, which only 
rose 45 to 55 feet in the air, were made of 
aluminum and thin-walled steel tubing and 
has to be supported with several guy wires. 
Erecting one required the work of seven 
people and took six to eight hours to install 
the entire system. 

The new antennas rise to a height of 75 
feet, are made of a heavier metal, and have 
a wider girth. The maximum height for the 
new antennas is 250 feet. Through the use of 
a mechanism called a Jauncher, three 
people can set the antenna up in about 2% 
hours, 

In January 1986 both Company A and 
Company B will be going to Germany to par- 
ticipate in REFORGER (Return of Forces 
to Germany) 1986. The new equipment is 
coming just in time to allow them some time 
to familiarize themselves with its operation.
